For war with a first-class power, the 
general had estimated

The general declared he was of the 
opinion, in view of the European war, 
I btl I these numbers should he tripled 
and that 1,500,OOO should bf* available 
.ti once and thai as many more should 
be ready to report iii ninety days. 
In his remarks Major 8cott told of 
the vast numbers of land and nav> 
forces of the various countries and es­ 
pecially of the island nations of the 
great powers. 
‘it should bo pointed out that our 
northern neighbor is in alliance with 
a powerful orient a I natiort—an island 
empire and when acting in alliance 
with the power having control of the 
sea, has ability to send 2,225,000 men 
to any part of the world without dan­ 
ger of the invasion of its own terri­ 
tory. 
“These facts,” said 
Major 
Scot I, 
“make it clear that we are practically 
defenseless and could easily be crush­ 
ed by a coalition of the island em­ 
pires. 
While a war waged against us 
by such an alliance in the future may 
be a possibility, it is not a probability, 
and it is believed if v c provide an 
adequate army to defend the country 
against a single nation, a war with 
the United States and a coalition of 
powers would be very remote.”

States and China relied on volunteers 
to defend their national existence.

8, to meet the urgent de­ 
mand for a correlation of the various 
state bodies encouraging the building 
of highways and for unified work for 
better roads by an organizat ion having 
the facilities and financial strength 
to successfully urge a comprehensive 
system of state road 
Improvement 
and 
secure 
progressive 
legislation 
governing construction.

Nugent;

vicepresident, Edward M. Flesh; sec­ 
ond vice-president, H arry B. Hawes;

One of the immediate objects of the 
Federated 
Road Associations is to 
urge the legislature, which meets in 
January, to immediately accept the 
federal aid road act and to pass laws 
that will enable Missouri to be the 
first state to use the federal appro­ 
priation on its roads.

C A U S E O F I N S A N I T Y . 


Kansas reports an increase of ap­ 
proxim ately 14 per cent in tho num­ 
ber of cases of insanity in the hos­ 
pitals of that state within 
the 
last 
year. During the 
fiscal 
year ending 
June 30, last, 772 new insane patients 
were admitted, as against 671 cases 
for the preceding twelve months, 
in 
Missouri, no doubt, there is much the 
same condition. 
In five years there has been an in­ 
crease of 19 per cent in the number 
of insane patients reported from one 
county confined in one of the state 
hospitals. 
It is probable, however, 
that this 
figure is not an accurate measure of 
the increase of insanity. 
Many pa­ 
tients listed as insane are really not 
insane, bu are 
confined 
there 
for 
treatment for liquor or drug habits 
The federal embaro on habit forming 
drugs, which became effective sever­ 
al months ago, was responsible for a 
sharp increase in the number of '‘in­ 
sanity cases.” 
Victims of tile habit 
finding it 
increasingly 
difficult 
to 
procure the drugs, were persuaded to 
take the cure. 
Admitting that there are more pa­ 
tients in insane as> lums now than ever 
before, Mr. Noel Humphreys, an au­ 
thority on lunacy, denies that luna­ 
cy is increasing, and explains the ap 
parent increase on 
the 
theory that 
more demented persons 
are receiv­ 
ing hospital treatment now than for­ 
merly. As he expresses it: "It is not 
so much that thee are 
more mad- 
so much that there are mose mad- 
doctors.”
